RESIDENTS HEAR GOOD NEWS... 

Cowbridge 
will be base 
for four Vale 
ambulances 


THERE will be 
ambulance stations 
in both Cowbridge 
and Llantwit Major 
from November - 
that was the good 
news to emerge 
from a public meet¬ 
ing to discuss the 
ambulance service 
in the western Vale, 
which was called by 
Coun Gwyn John 
of Llantwit First 
Independents. 

The meeting was 
chaired by the Vale AM, 
Jane Hutt, and she wel¬ 
comed local residents 
who have concerns 
about the quality of 
service in the rural Vale. 

The meeting heard 
that Cowbridge will be 
the base for all four 
ambulances in the rural 
Vale, including the one 
crew on duty after 2am. 

It was due to have 
been addressed by 
Gordon Roberts, region¬ 
al director for south-east 
Wales, but he pulled out 
because of other com¬ 
mitments. Instead, 

Gareth Davies, regional 
production manager, 
was present. 

Mr Davies told the 
meeting that the existing 
Llantwit ambulance sta¬ 
tion does not meet 
health and safety 
requirements and the 
only ambulances based 
there at present are 
patient carriers. 

However, he said 
from next month, there 
will be a front line 
ambulance and crew 
based at the station. 

Although the vehicle 
will be garaged in 
Cowbridge, because the 
garage in Llantwit is not 
big enough, and the 
crew will clock on at 
Cowbridge, they will 
then transfer to Llantwit. 
They will return to the 
station in between calls. 

He added that plans 
to transfer the Llantwit 
ambulance station to the 
same site as the fire sta¬ 
tion were still on the 
cards, but some issues 
need to be resolved. 

The news about

Llantwit station was 
welcomed by residents 
but it was agreed that 
the arrangement will be 
monitored and a further 
meeting held in January. 

Coun John said it was 
accepted that the ambu¬ 
lances based in the town 
would not be sitting at 
the station waiting for 
calls, but would general¬ 
ly be out and about deal¬ 
ing with emergencies. 

“We were told that 
they will return to 
Llantwit in between 
shouts. I was pleased to 
have that assurance. 
They are doing some¬ 
thing at last,” he com¬ 
mented. 

Jane Hutt AM was 
also pleased with this 
development: “While 
there have been further 
examples of unaccept¬ 
able delays reported by 
local residents, the 
meeting welcomed the 
news that more staff 
have been recruited to 
the ambulance service in 
the area and that the sta¬ 
tion would re-open,” she 
said. 

Mr Davies told the 
meeting that response 
times were improving 
across south-east Wales, 
with the September fig¬ 
ures exceeding the gov¬ 
ernment target of 60 per 
cent of Category A calls 
to be responded to with¬ 
in eight minutes. In fact, 
the service hit 67 per 
cent. 

Seventeen new para¬ 
medics have been 
appointed and the lion’s 
share of these have gone 
to Cardiff and the Vale. 
Training of new recruits 
starts in January to fur¬ 
ther increase staffing 
levels. 

Mr Davies also 
revealed that a new 
communications system 
is coming into effect in 
the Vale from November 
10. This system will 
accurately determine the 
availability of ambu¬ 
lances and their where¬ 
abouts. It will enable 
crews to be sent to their 


nearest call when they 
become available after 
dealing with a previous 
emergency. 

First Responders also 
gave some examples of 
the many problems 
faced by the ambulance 
service personnel and 
said that much time was 
wasted on trivial calls. 
They said there was a 
need to educate the pub¬ 
lic about when to dial 
999. 

They also stated that 
people who have called 
the ambulance at night 
should make their 
homes more visible to 
help crews locate it - by 
switching on lights so 
that it stands out.

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Twt Park access 
request is turned 
down by council 


AN application 
from a resident of 
one of the new units 
developed as part of 
the old Cowbridge 
Grammar School, 
to drive his car 
along the access to 
Twt Park, has been 
refused. 

Mr D Morgan attend¬ 
ed a meeting of the 
Leisure and Amenities 
Committee to argue his 
case to be allowed access 
to the house, which is at 
the back of the old 
school. 

A report was given to 
the full council arising 
from what was said at the 
committee. Coun Jon 
Harris said that Mr 
Morgan had explained 
that his wife was ill and 
they need to get a vehicle 
to the property. 

They also pointed out 
that access is allowed 
through the park for 
vehicles travelling to 
another house, occupied 
by Rev Norman 
Williams. 

Coun Harris said that 
he made some notes fol¬ 
lowing the meeting and 
put forward his own 
views. He said: “The 
town council bought the 
land to make a safe place 
for small children to play 
away from traffic. It is 
used by many children 
every week because of its 
safety. 

“When it was pur¬ 
chased by the council, 
the other house men¬ 
tioned by Mr Morgan 
was already there and 
limited access was 
agreed. 

“There’s a signed deed 
giving him access for 99 
years.” 

Coun Harris said that 
Mr Morgan made the 
point that the school had 
used the access for deliv¬ 
eries and to reach the 


boiler house. 

“The contractors who 
were working on the old 
school and using the 
access have now fin¬ 
ished, so that use is 
ended and the school use 
will end when they move 
to the new site next year. 

“Mr Morgan has been 
given designated parking 
within the development 
at the front of his premis¬ 
es. The original planning 
document for the devel¬ 
opment there stipulated 
no access to Twt Park. 

“We also wrote to 
Centre Great, saying that 
there was to be no vehic¬ 
ular access to properties 
in the development from 
Twt Park, so we are fire 
proof on that. 

“In my view, his 
redress is with the devel¬ 
oper and not the council. 
If we are going to keep 
Twt Park safe for chil¬ 
dren, his proposal is a 
non-starter. 

“We also have to look 
at precedent, insurance 
and traffic. These are my 
views.” 

Coun Marian Arnold 
said that when the Rev 
Williams was first 
allowed access to the 
existing house, there was 
only one car involved. 

She went on: “But this 
is not just for one vehi¬ 
cle. If Mrs Morgan is 
taken ill, there will be 
more than one vehicle 
going that way.” 

She pointed out that if 
cars were permitted, 
there was nowhere to 
turn and they would have 
to either reverse in or out. 

She said-: “A lot of 
people have come to me 
to express concern if we 
give him permission.” 

Coun Dave Morris 
proposed that the appli¬ 
cation was turned down. 
He said: “In the planning 
of this complex, it was 
made perfectly clear that 
there would be no access. 


“He has been treated 
fairly. Emergency vehi¬ 
cles are a different mat¬ 
ter. We should stick by 
the planning and take it 
no further.” 

Coun Nicola Thomas 
said that Mr Morgan had 
been very concerned 
about the health of his 
wife. She said: “It struck 
me during his presenta¬ 
tion that he was saying 
that vehicles are going to 
Norman Williams, so 
why not to me. He men¬ 
tioned gardeners and 
window cleaners.” 

Coun Geoff Cox said 
that the council should 
decide whether or not the 
points he was making 
were reasonable. He 
observed: “He is talking 
about one movement in 
and out per day. If there 
was a trial period, we 
could see if there was a 
problem.” 

Coun Morris said if 
the council went down 
that road, why bother to 
put on planning condi¬ 
tions in the first place? 

“It was made clear that 
there would be no access 
to that building and that 
was approved by the Vale 
Council. If we start mak¬ 
ing concessions, what’s 
the point of having 
restrictions?” 

Coun Jon Harris asked 
how the council would 
monitor the trial period. 
“Will somebody stand 
there and count the cars 
going in?” he asked. 

Coun Sue Cox sup¬ 
ported the idea of a trial 
period. She said: “We all 
use the park a lot. We can 
make up our minds after, 
but we will have been 
equitable.” 

However, the proposal 
to give permission for a 
trial period was defeated 
by eight votes to three, 
and members then voted 
to keep the ban on traffic.

THE South Wales 
Police are planning 
to withdraw their 
last two traffic war¬ 
dens from the Vale, 
because of “budget¬ 
ary pressures”. 

The police argue that, 
in future, all traffic war¬ 
dens should be 
employed by the local 
authority - in this case 
the Vale Council. 

In a report to the cab¬ 
inet of the Vale 
Council, which was due 
to be considered yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) after 
The GEM went to 
press, it was revealed 
that South Wales Police 
had originally planned 
to withdraw traffic war¬ 


dens in April 2010. 

However, council 
officers have asked the 
police to delay that 
decision to give the 
council time to put their 
own wardens in place. 

The police, however, 
have not as yet 
responded to that 
request. 

The report says that 
it could take “18 
months to two years” to 
move from a feasibility 
study to actually a 
hving their own war¬ 
dens in place. 

As a result, the offi¬ 
cers have asked for per¬ 
mission to spend £5,000 
on that feasibility study. 

Once that has been 
done, the Vale Council 


then has to apply to the 
Welsh Assembly for the 
necessary legal perms- 
sion to operate its own 
wardens. 

The scheme could be 
regarded as one that 
might raise funds for 
the local authority, as 
the Vale Council will be 
able to retain any cash 
raised by enforcing 
parking fines to finance 
the operation. 

However, the report 
appears not to take that 
view, saying that exist¬ 
ing car parking cash 
may have to be diverted 
to pay for “enforcement 
staff and back office 
staff.”

Plaid Cymru candidate 
urges council to ‘focus 
on people priorities...’ 


THE Vale Council has 
defended itself against 
charges made by Plaid 
Cymru’s parliamentary 
candidate Dr Ian Johnson. 

Dr Johnson expressed concerns 
about the Vale Council’s ‘people 
priorities’ after he claimed a new 
report showed it was among the 
poorest performing councils for 
carrying out urgent repairs to 
council homes, for elderly people 
receiving home care or day serv¬ 
ices, and the worst for delivering 
the disabled facilities grant. 

Commenting on the figures 
published by the Local 
Government Data Unit in its 
2008-09 annual report on the per¬ 
formance of local authorities, Dr 
Johnson said: “These figures 
show that the Vale Council has 
performed very, very poorly when 
it comes to ‘people priorities’, 
and looking after our most vul¬ 
nerable residents. 

“It is astonishing that the aver¬ 
age number of days taken to 
deliver the disabled facilities 
grant is more than 1,000 days. 

“That is almost three years to 
deliver the average grant, a whole 
year more than the next worst 
council in Wales. 

“It is a disgrace that a grant 
designed to allow people to live 
independently in their own home 
suffers from such appalling 
delays.” 

Dr Johnson continued: “It is a 
similar story when it comes to the 
average number of days taken for 
emergency repairs to be carried 
out on council homes, where the 
Vale was the third worst in Wales,

and the second worst for the per¬ 
centage of clients aged 65+ who 
started to receive care within 29 
days of completion of a care plan. 

“The Vale Council needs to 
refocus its priorities back to serv¬ 
ing the people of the Vale.” 

In relation to the disabled facil¬ 
ities grant, the head of public pro¬ 
tection at the Vale Council, Alun 
Billinghurst, said that there had 
been a ‘significant improvement’ 
in lowering waiting times in the 
current year, and the implementa¬ 
tion of new initiatives would help 
even further. 


Vale Council Leader Coun 
Gordon Kemp told The GEM: 
“Although there are some highs 
and lows in this new report, we 
know that our staff are continuing 
to deliver services that are, in 
many cases, well above the Welsh 
average. 

“We appreciate that there are a 
number of areas of concern, and 
our officers will be tasked with 
looking for ways to address any 
problems. 

“In these difficult and chal¬ 
lenging times, all council direc¬ 
torates and our workforce can be 
proud of the work they continue 
to do to try and keep the Vale 
among the best performing Welsh 
local authorities, ” the Leader 
concluded.

1 WAS fortunate 
to be in the 
conference hall 
in Brighton when 
the First Minister 
the Rt Hon Rhodri 
Morgan made his 
last speech as 
Labour’s First 
Minister for Wales. 

The bright sunshine 
outside was reflected in 
the hall as he spoke 
with humour and com¬ 
passion about his serv¬ 
ice to Wales over the 
past decade, and the 
delegates responded 
warmly. 

As his Education 
Minister, it was particu¬ 
larly welcome that he 
chose to speak about his 
support for the invest¬ 
ment in early years edu¬ 
cation through the pio¬ 
neering Foundation 
Phase, benefiting our 
three-five-years-olds 
with 1:8 adult/pupil 
ratios now making such 
a difference in our 
schools. 

Last week, I 
announced a further 
investment of £76m to 
be allocated to local 
authorities for the 
Foundation Phase, with 
an increase of £22m for 
2010 - 11 . 

He also spoke about 
the internationally- 
renowned PRO ACT 
scheme promoted and 
delivered by my depart¬ 
ment, helping business¬ 
es through the reces¬ 
sion, including compa¬ 
nies in the Vale, with 
financial assistance to 


provide training for 
employees on a shorter 
working week with a 
wage subsidy, 
up skilling them ready 
for the upturn in the 
economy. 

On a lighter note, I 
was pleased that he 
chose to report on his 
enjoyment of swimming 
at Barry Island in our 
blue flag Whitmore Bay 
over the wonderful 
September weeks of 
fine weather. 

He joked that he had 
been swimming on a 
day when the life savers 
were out practising, and 
a boat had drawn up by 
his side and a young 
life saver asked polite¬ 
ly: “Are you alright, 
sir?” He felt that might 
have been a sign that he 
was ready for retire¬ 
ment! 

The First Minister’s 
return to Wales was 
shortly followed with 
the announcement of 
his retirement - and a 
timetable for the selec¬ 
tion of his successor. 

The tributes have 
been flowing in from 
far and wide, and the 
feeling of ‘the end of an 
era’ is linked to this 
very special and 
remarkable man, who 
has led us through the 
early days of devolution 
with a stamp of authori¬ 
ty, credibility and wis¬ 
dom which is his own, 
and leads people to call 
him ‘our Rhodri’. 

His special touch, 
which has been so 
important, has been his 


willingness and 
ability to relate 
to everyone and 
anyone who 
wants to engage 
with him, mak¬ 
ing sense of 
government in a 
very real way. 

His formida¬ 
ble intellect and 
memory, as well 
as his wide¬ 
spread experi¬ 
ence in econom¬ 
ic development 
and European 
affairs before he 
went into poli¬ 
tics, have 
helped make his 
contribution so 
outstanding in govern¬ 
ment. 

But never fear, his 
retirement from his post 
as First Minister will 
not mark his retirement 
from politics. He will 
stay as the Assembly 
Member for Cardiff 
West until the next elec¬ 
tion in May 2011, and 
he will be active in pol¬ 
itics far beyond that - 
and I am sure we will 
see more of him on 
Barry Island, enjoying 
his brave dips into the 
sea at Whitmore Bay as 
well as at our sports 
stadiums in Cardiff, 
cheering Wales and our 
Welsh teams with the 
fans. 

Over the next few 
weeks, with his guid¬ 
ance, we will rise to the 
challenge of one of the 
most difficult budget 
settlements we have 
faced as Ministers, hav¬ 
ing enjoyed a steady 
period of growth over 
the past 10 years. 

In my role as 
Education Minister, I 
have referred to this as 
a ‘reform and perform’ 
budget, seeking to sus¬ 
tain the momentum for 
far-reaching and pro¬ 
gressive reforms like 
the Foundation Phase 
and the Welsh 
Baccalaureate. 

In the draft budget 
which is now being 
scrutinised by our 
Assembly committees, I 
have ensured that the 
budget for the Welsh 
Bacc will increase this 
year as planned, for the 
roll out of this ‘success 
story’ for Wales. 

I have also made 
available an additional 
£1.5m for our Wales¬ 
wide school counselling 
scheme, and secured a 
further £2.5m for our 
youth services in Wales 
with new guidance for 
our youth strategy, 
ready to be launched 


during the forthcoming 
Youth Work Week in 
November. 

Arguably, the most 
important announce¬ 
ment in my draft budget 
is the £20.5m I am 
investing in measures to 
prevent youth unem¬ 
ployment, and invest in 
education and skills 
training for our young 
people with £13m for 
the Pathways to 
Apprenticeships 
scheme, additional 
places in Skillbuild, 
support for Careers 
Wales and the Young 
Persons Guarantee. 

The investment in the 
school buildings will 
continue apace in part¬ 
nership with our local 
authorities as the 21st 
Century school capital 
funds are enhanced by 
funding from the central 
budget of the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

Last week, I visited 
the new Newport High 
School in Bettws, due 
to be finished by the 
end of the month. The 
165-strong workforce 
on site (including 12 
apprentices) will move 
to their next school 
building project in 
Bridgend, and contracts 
are now being signed 
off across Wales with 
the £170m programme I 
announced earlier this 
year. 

In the Vale, the 
school building pro¬ 
gramme will also 
progress with our back¬ 
ing. 

This is a budget for 
the delivery of the best 
education policies for 
the people of Wales to 
help us take forward the 
challenges, with the 
knowledge and under¬ 
standing of what we can 
achieve, largely learnt 
from our First Minister 
for Wales, Rhodri 
Morgan AM.

PETITION AGAINST 
CASH OFFICE CLOSURE 
GATHERS STRENGTH

Bereaved husband’s 
memorial stone plea to 
Archbishop of Wales 


A PETITION is 
being organised 
against the threat- 
end closure of the 
Vale Council’s cash 
offices in Llantwit 
Major and 
Cowbridge. 

The petition is being 
organised by the Vale 
AM, Jane Hutt, who has 
enlisted support from 
local residents to go out 
and gather signatures. 

Ms Hutt said that 
these two offices play a 
vital role as a local 
access point for pay¬ 
ments such as council 
tax, rents and all other 
council invoices. 

The offices also sell 
recycling bags and act as 
information centres. In 
Cowbridge, there is also 
a tourist information 
function. 

At the moment, the 
proposal, which also 
includes closing the 
office in Penarth, is still 
being considered by offi¬ 
cers and is out for con¬ 
sultation with staff and 
unions. 

It has not yet been put 
before cabinet or coun¬ 
cil, so no decisions have 
been made. 

Jane Hutt said that the 
Vale had a duty to make 
its services easily acces¬ 


sible. She said: “Many 
people do not have cars 
or bank accounts, 
including a lot of senior 
citizens. Also, offices 
like Baron’s Close in 
Llantwit and Eastgate in 
Cowbridge are important 
points of information for 
local people and the 
many tourists visiting 
our historic towns in the 
Vale. 

“If their closure is 
being seriously consid¬ 
ered, this would be a ret¬ 
rograde step.” 

The petition in 
Llantwit is being backed 
by Coun Gwyn John and 
the Llantwit First 
Independents. 

He said: “We have not 
yet heard much about it 
as Vale councillors. It 
has not gone to cabinet 
yet. We have been con¬ 
sulted as local members, 
but I refused to accept 
the plans. 

“The officers are 
arguing that these offices 
do not take as much 
money as they used to, 
but I have asked how 
many people will be 
affected. 

“How many people 
use these offices at pres¬ 
ent? It’s not only about 
taking money, it’s also 


about providing other 
services and giving out 
information. Lots of vis¬ 
itors call to these offices 
and receive help and 
assistance from the 
staff.” 

Coun John said that 
all Vale invoices can be 
paid at them and he uses 
the one in Llantwit to 
pay for the hire of 
leisure facilities for a 
football club he is 
involved with. 

He continued: “The 
office at Baron’s Court, 
on the main road, was 
created many years ago 
by the old Vale Council. 

“ They converted a 
council house into an 
office. It has been there 
for so long that it has 
become a valued asset in 
the community. 

“People are angry at 
this news. The facility is 
well used and I am still 
waiting for answers to 
my questions. 

“This is a cost-cutting 
exercise and they think 
that this will save them 
money.” 

Coun John said that if 
savings must be made, 
he would be suggesting 
opening the two offices 
for certain days a week 
and rotating staff 


between them. 

“They could employ 
one cashier to cover 
Llantwit and Cowbridge 
and open the offices on 
alternate days.” 

Coun John has placed 
petition forms in many 
of the shops in Llantwit 
and they are also avail¬ 
able from him for people 
to take around their 
friends and family. 

“I am hoping we can 
distribute them from the 
town hall but the town 
council will have to 
agree first. 

“We only started this 
last Wednesday, but peo¬ 
ple are already contact¬ 
ing me for more forms. I 
have had to take them 
out to a number of 
shops.” 

Once the petition is 
completed, it will be 
returned to Jane Hutt, 
who will present it to the 
Vale Council. 

“She has taken the 
bull by the horns and we 
are happy to support her 
in this particular 
instance. We are all for 
fighting for the commu¬ 
nity,” Coun John added. 

The council issued a 
statement to The GEM 
two weeks ago, stating it 
is currently consulting 
staff and unions on these 
proposals. The cabinet is 
due to discuss it shortly. 


A BEREAVED hus¬ 
band is fighting 
against a Church in 
Wales rule which 
prevents him plac¬ 
ing a sloping 
memorial stone on 
his wife’s cremation 
plot. 

David Street, of St 
Athan, who is also a for¬ 
mer chairman of the St 
Athan Community 
Council, said that he had 
buried his wife’s ashes 
in the churchyard in the 
village. 

“There is a designated 
area in the churchyard 
for cremation plots,” he 
said. “When I went to 
look, some have sloping 
stones while others have 
stones which lie flat over 
the plot.” 

Mr Street decided to 
have a sloping one 
because he felt that the 
rain would wash down it 
and keep it cleaner, and 
also there was less 
chance of mud getting 
onto it, but he had a 
shock when he placed 
the order with a stone¬ 
mason. 

“I was told that there 
was a policy in force 
that prevents any more 
sloping stones being 
installed and only the 
flat ones are allowed,” 
he said. “I was shocked 
because I only want the 


same as others already 
have.” 

Mr Street said he was 
told that it was the poli¬ 
cy of the local Parochial 
Church Council and was 
also the policy of the 
Church in Wales nation¬ 
ally. 

“I have been told that 
it is for easier mainte¬ 
nance but I cannot see 
that. In my view, it 
would be easier to strim 
up against a vertical sur¬ 
face standing proud of 
the ground. I am also 
concerned that flat 
stones can be walked 
over and can crack.” 

Mr Street has contact¬ 
ed various people within 
the church, including 
Rev David Boult of 
Llantwit Major and 
Archdeacon Philip 
Morris of St Bride’s 
Major. 

“I believe that just 
having flat stones will 
ruin the appearance of 
churchyards and make 
them characterless. 

There will be no visual 
content. It is a form of 
standardisation.” 

He said that it was 
important for the 
bereaved that they had 
somewhere to go and 
spend time in pleasant 
surroundings. 

Mr Street, who 
stressed that this is a 
personal matter and 
nothing to do with his 


role as a councillor, said 
he was now writing to 
the top - to the 
Archbishop of Wales, Rt 
Rev Barrie Morgan, in a 
bid to get the policy 
reversed. 

“My wife Wendy died 
at the end of June,” he 
said. “There is still no 
stone to mark her resting 
place because it is all in 
abeyance at the 
moment.” 

Mr Street has lived in 
St Athan for 29 years, 
having moved to the 
area from Lancashire to 
work for the old South 
Glamorgan Fire Service. 

Wendy was from 
Merthyr Tydfil and was 
62 when she died. The 
couple have three chil¬ 
dren living locally. 

A spokesman for the 
Church in Wales said 
that there was no overall 
church policy on this 
and each benefice makes 
it own policy. It had 
been adopted in many 
places because of main¬ 
tenance issues. 

Rev Boult said that 
the Church in Wales had 
issued guidelines about 
the stones that go over 
cremated remains, and 
one concerned using flat 
stones because of the 
ease of maintenance for 
years to come. This had 
been adopted. 

He explained: “We 
need to make our 


churchyards as easy to 
maintain as possible. 

The sloping ones that 
stick up have to be cut 
around by hand, whereas 
we can run the mowers 
straight over the flat 
ones. It makes a big dif¬ 
ference to the cost of 
maintenance.” 

Mr Boult said that the 
church’s income was 
dropping as church 
attendances shrink and 
many churchyards get 
very little income from 
burials, making the 
upkeep an increasing 
burden on dwindling 
church members. 

Mr Boult said that 
Rectorial Benefice of 
Llantwit Major, which 
includes St Athan, took a 
decision more than two 
years ago to adopt the 
guidelines. He said that 
the sloping stones pre¬ 
date that decision, but 
only flat ones would be 
permitted from now on. 
This policy is in force at 
all nine churches. 

“It is a very emotional 
time for people recently 
bereaved and we try to 
be as sensitive as possi¬ 
ble,” he added. “But we 
cannot change this 
because of the implica¬ 
tions for the future main¬ 
tenance of our church¬ 
yards. We have to make 
things as simple and 
easy as possible.”

‘NO PLANS TO TRUNK A48 THROUGH 
ST NICHOLAS,’ SAYS WELSH ASSEMBLY 


THE Welsh Assembly 
Government has said it has no 
plans to reconsider trunking the 
A48 through St Nicholas, after 
Vale parliamentary candidate 
Alun Cairns said he feared the 
plan might be revived “by the 
back door”. 

Mr Cairns said he planned to press 
the transport minister, Ieuan Wyn Jones 
,about his plans for the A48 from 
Culverhouse Cross to Five Mile Lane. 

He said he questioned whether the 
Minister had any plans to go back on an 
independent inspector’s decision of five 
years ago, when the inspector over¬ 
ruled the Welsh Assembly Government 
and recommended against trunking the 
road through the village of St Nicholas. 

Mr Cairns explained: “He has 
already indicated that there are plans to 


trunk and upgrade Five Mile Lane as an 
alternative route to the airport in lieu of 
the new access road. 

“But you cannot have a piece of 
trank road in limbo. It will have to con¬ 
nect back to the Culverhouse Cross 
junction which brings traffic from the 
M4. 

“If this section is trunked, it will 
mean that all the heavy lorries going to 
Barry will be routed this way, instead of 
using the Barry link from Culverhouse. 
There will also be a significant increase 
in all types of traffic, as this will be the 
route signposted from the roundabout at 
Culverhouse Cross. 

“Residents of St Nicholas fought this 
plan at a public inquiry five years ago 
and won the argument. It was widely 
reported in The GEM. They were sup¬ 
ported by the inspector, who ruled that 
directing all this traffic along the A48 


through their village would not be a 
good thing. It would be wrong now for 
the Assembly Government to revive this 
plan via the back door.” 

Mr Cairns has already raised the 
issue in a debate in the chamber of the 
Assembly and said he would contacting 
the Minister for more information. 

“He did not answer my question 
about what was being planned,” said Mr 
Cairns. “I have now written to him. 
Plans to upgrade Five Mile Lane would 
be welcomed by all, but if it’s part of an 
overall plan to trank the A48 as well 
then local people will oppose it again.” 

A Welsh Assembly Government 
spokesperson told The GEM: “The 
Welsh Assembly Government has no 
plans to reconsider the trunking of the 
A48 through St Nicholas and Five Mile 
Lane. 

“When launching Wales’ first 


National Transport Plan earlier this 
year, the Deputy First Minister 
announced his decision to improve 
access to Cardiff Airport through a 
series of sustainable measures. 

“These include the creation of more 
frequent high quality bus and train serv¬ 
ices to the airport, in addition to safety 
improvements on important access 
roads, including the A4226 - Five Mile 
Lane. 

“The Assembly Government is work¬ 
ing with the Vale Council who are con¬ 
sidering options for safety improve¬ 
ments to Five Mile Lane and intend to 
consult the public next year.” 

The spokesman added: “The per¬ 
formance of the existing road network 
between the M4 and the western part of 
the Vale of Glamorgan will continue to 
be monitored, to ensure that the trans¬ 
port network is appropriate.”

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BRO MORGANNWG TAKE PLAUDITS IN THE 
CARDIFF & VALE CROSS-COUNTRY LEAGUE 


THE staff and 
pupils from Ysgol 
Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg will 
probably take the 
greatest satisfaction 
of any Vale school 
from the results of 
the Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools boys’ cross¬ 
country league 1. 

With the start of term 
in the Vale being only a 
fortnight before the date 
of this fixture, it was 
pleasing that all the 
schools had boys com¬ 
peting with only 
Llantwit, preparing for 
the school’s pending 
November inspection 
with an inset day, not at 
full strength. 

On a sunny afternoon

Knight was just ahead 
of the Cowbridge duo of 
Kristian Jones (4th) and 
Ellis Rosser (7th), with 
Richard Stephens (St 
Cyres) claiming 11th 
place. 

Year-10 boys per¬ 
formed surprisingly well 
in the opening senior 
race, which may well be 
encouraging for the 
Cardiff & the Vale 
Schools’ under-17 (years 
10 and 11) team to com¬ 
pete at Cardiff UK Cross 
Challenge in January 
2010, and at the Welsh 
Schools’ National cham¬ 
pionships in late 
February, but also sug¬ 
gests that the under-20 
team (sixth formers) may 
not be as strong as last 
year. 

The first Vale boy 
home was year-10 
Rhodri Heslop in fifth 
place. The Bro 
Morgannwg pupil will be 
pleased at his placing, 
but surprised that he fin¬ 
ished over a minute 
down on another year-10 
boy, Elliot Slade (Bishop 
of Llandaff). 

This senior race was 
easily the best from a 
Vale perspective with 
Dan Lewis (St Cyres, 
6th), Matthew Edwards 
(Barry 8th), and Dominic 
Farr (Bro Morgannwg, 
9th) taking top 10 plac- 
ings and a further six fin¬ 
ishing between 11th and 
20th. 

At this fixture, Bro 
Morgannwg fielded the 
biggest Vale contingent 
of runners and gained 
reward by finishing top 
team in the senior sec¬ 


tion, one place ahead of 
the defending title-hold¬ 
ers, Llanishen. 

The positions were 
reversed in the under-14 
competition with the 
Colcot Road school hav¬ 
ing to settle for second.

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T here is little 
to say about 
Pixar anima¬ 
tion studios that 
hasn’t been said 
before; since making 
their feature film 
debut with Toy Story 
in 1995, the 14 years 
since have seen the 
studio go from 
strength to strength, 
producing films that 
have had the critical 
acclaim to go with 
the box office clout. 

They have also been 
slowly moving into a 
slightly more mature 
mindset when it comes to 
the films they make, aim¬ 
ing at the young audience 
that laps up the material 
but giving it a slightly 
more grown-up slant. 
Their latest movie, Up, 
furthers that process, 
telling the story of Carl 
Fredricksen. 

Fredricksen (voiced by 
Ed Asner) is a 78-year- 
old whose dreams of vis¬ 
iting far-off places seem 
to become ever more dis¬ 
tant by the day, but when 
he stumbles on a plan to 
fly his house to Paradise 
Falls using numerous 
helium balloons, he isn’t 
counting on being accom¬ 
panied by wilderness 
explorer Russell (voiced 
by Jordan Nagai); nor is 
he counting on what he 
finds once he gets there... 

The continued success 
of Pixar is hardly likely 
to be curtailed by their 
latest outing; after all, it 
isn’t as if they have done 
things vastly differently 
to what they have done 
before. 

However, what they 
have done is craft a film 


that has enough comedic 
and adventure moments 
to keep the younger ele¬ 
ment of the audience 
entertained, while provid¬ 
ing a heart and emotion 
that you just don’t expect 
from an animation film. 

While Wall-E was a 
master class in creating 
feelings for a robot, the 
protagonist of Up is all 
too familiar and real to 
the viewer. 

Isolated, and with his 
dreams of adventure 
slowly disappearing, Carl 
Fredricksen is a character 
that resonates immediate¬ 
ly- 

As a truly heart-rend¬ 
ing sequence shows, Carl 
and his wife see their 
ambitions take a backseat 
to the complexities and 
heartbreak of real life, 
leaving us with the older 
Carl, curmudgeonly and 
wishing to be left alone. 

It is a sequence that is 
the best example yet of 
how animation can tmly 
tug at the emotions, and 
is perhaps Pixar’s most 
grown up and moving 
sequence to date. 

Scriptwriters Bob 
Peterson and Pete Docter 
are well versed in the 
ways of Pixar, and deliver 
a screenplay that has all 
the elements we’ve come 
to expect from them, shot 
through with a slightly 
more mature attitude that 
offers depth and shade. 

The family and per¬ 
sonal issues that are often 
hidden below the sharp 
animation and bright 
colours, poke out slightly 
more prominently this 
time round and gives the 
film a far more satisfying 
feel. 

Certainly, the film’s 
climax is present and cor¬ 
rect to give more specta¬ 


cle, but it doesn’t detract 
from the film’s older sen¬ 
sibilities, just about strik¬ 
ing the fine balance. 

Peterson and Docter 
also directed the film, and 
with the latter being 
responsible for Monsters 
Inc , the film, unsurpris¬ 
ingly, looks gorgeous. 

As ever, the improve¬ 
ment in CGI animation 
afford the pair more 
scope, with the human 
characters (always a sore 
point in the world of ani¬ 
mation) feeling hyper-real 
but utterly life li ke. 

It is also the first Pixar 
movie to be shown in 3D, 
and both Peterson and 
Docter deserve credit for 
not resorting to gimmicky 
direction when using it. 

The 3D here is less 
about having things pop 
out of the screen at you (a 
technique that is already 
becoming boring, even in 
this new age of 3D) and 
more about making the 
film far more vivid and 
compelling. 

Such is the restrained 
use of it, you will barely 
even notice the extra 
dimension, but it gives a 
gorgeous deep quality to 
the film. 

With the usual top- 
notch voice cast assem¬ 
bled, the performances 
are lent real personality. 
Ed Asner is wonderfully 
sour as Carl, a dreamer 
whose dreams seem to 
have flown on without 
him. 

Asner’s deadpan 
vocals bring the character 
superbly to life, while 
Jordan Nagai gives the 
character of Russell a 
wide-eyed innocence and 
youthful exuberance that 
proves to be a perfect 
counterpoint to Asner’s 
more wizened vocal per- 
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formance. 

If the film does make 
any wrong moves, it can 
only be in the talking 
dogs and villain they 
meet on their journey; 
more fantastical than the 
rest of the film, it doesn’t 
throw the film off kilter 
but does make it feel a 
touch more child-friendly 
than it needs to be. 

However, when you 
have a film as hugely 
captivating and resonant 
as Up, it is a small bug¬ 
bear indeed in what is 
truly a wonderful piece of 
work. 

VERDICT-Another 
home run for Pixar, Up is 
a beautifully realised, 
stunningly rendered film 
with a heart wrenching 
story that shows just how 
mature animation can be. 

Probably Pixar’s most 
adult work to date (talk¬ 
ing dogs aside), Up is an 
excellent film that will 
appeal to both young and 
old. Highly 
recommended.

However, the Huskies 
came out on fire - scor¬ 
ing at will against a very 
inexperienced side and 
playing smothering 
defence which limited 
the Warriors to 10 first- 
quarter points. 

The Huskies scored 
36 points in this period, 
Elliott Thomas and the 
unstoppable Lloyd 
Roberts combining for 
26 points between them. 

This set the tone for 
the rest of the game. The 
second quarter saw Jack 
Dyer score 20 points 
and the Huskies limit 
the Warriors to just 
seven. The half ended

During the half-time 
break, coach Coles 


stressed the importance 
of keeping the pressure 
on and started experi¬ 
menting with different 
defensive formations.

This led to a drop in 
intensity on the defen¬ 
sive end, and a 62-49 
scoreline to the Wizards 
going into the fourth 
quarter. 

James French started 
scoring again for the 
Huskies at the beginning 
of the fourth, and slowly 
the gap started closing, 
getting as close as eight 
points. However, the 
Wizards’ older heads 
saw them home 77-68. 

Afterwards, coach 
Cooper said: “I was 
pleased with parts of our 
game, especially 
French’s scoring. Our 
defence needs a lot of 
work and a few of our 
younger players lost 
their heads when things 
didn’t go their way. 

“Hopefully, they’ll 
learn from this defeat 
and take it into the sec¬ 
ond leg next week. We 
can definitely turn this 
deficit around.”
